NEW ORLEANS, Fob. S. — Eight more <l;i.vs 

remain of the Fair Grounds rut meeting, and then 
will romp a change of seem* hack lo Jeffprsoii Park, 
when* oil February IS another twenty -five (lays’ 
Meeting will lie inaugurated. The final stake at the 
Fair ( Grounds will he tin 1 Marti! Gras Handicap, 
$5,000 milled, for thr(*e-year-ol(ls and over at 
the distance of one and ntie-qtutrier miles. Entries 
in it closed today, and it will lie run on Mardi Gras 
day. February 17. the lust day of the meeting. 

After a lapse of two years the famous Mardi Gras 
celebrations will lie revived in Now Orleans this 
year, and even tills early visitors front ail sections 
are pouring into the already crowded city. The 
racing at the Fair Grounds is the city’s biggest at- 
traction. and it draws many persons here who would 
not come for tile carnival festivities alone. Extra 
Inducements will lie made to provide regular 
holiday programs for the entire Mardi Gras season, 
which will liegin on February 12, and the big stake 
will serve as a fitting finale for a meeting of 
great sport. 

While many of the horsemen are making their 
plans for spring and summer racing already, a 
large mini her will remain over for the Jefferson 
■Park meeting, because of their having one or inure 
entries in the $5,000 added Louisiana Derby, which 
will he decided on March 17. This will give 
the Maryland delegation two weeks’ time in which 
to get to llmvie. while the Kentuckians will have 
more than a month to freshen up their horses for 
the spring meetings in the nine Grass state. 

Two jockeys will lose their five pounds apprentice 
allowance here within the next few days, Simpson 
Hoyle and Steve Wida. The former rode his first 
winner. Iwin. at the Fair Grounds February S. 
while Wida graduated from the maiden ranks at 
Havana on Little Huss, February 1.1, 1919. The 
Kentucky rule, which entitles a jockey to the 
apprentice allowance for a period of one year front 

the date he rode his first winner is in vogue here, 

and this prolonged the apprenticeships of these 

two hoys, as under The Jockey Club rule, which 

went into effect last year, they would have termi- 
nated when they had ridden forty winners. 

NAMES FOR BRADLEY TWO- YEAR-OLDS. 

Hit o’ Glory. Ho Sure and British Liner are the 
names chosen for the trio of E. II. Bradley’s two- 
year-olds here in charge of trainer William Hurley. 
The first named is a chestnut filly by Black Toney 

Sweet Alice, and therefore a linlf-sister to Brad- 
ley’s Choice; Be Sure is a brown colt, by Helmet — 
Prestlleua. while British Liner is a hay colt by 
Canard —Masks and Faces. 

G. II. Keene has three two-year-olds here which 
lie is training for M. II. Fletcher. They are Yellow 
Blossom, a chestnut filly by Luke Mcl.uke — Mi- 
cailn; Miss Muffins, a bay filly by Luke McLuke — 
Carmen, and Honey Itont, a hay filly by Honey- 
wood — Hunt. Keene also lias five horses here of 
the Wahleck Stable, owned by his brother, J. 0. 
Keene and C. Bruce Head, and he won his first race 
of tin- meeting with Inquiry, which belongs to this 
estiiidislinii nt . 

One of tin* most improved horses of the winter 
here is Bone Dry, three-year-old son of Beach 
Comber Mellon Mowbray, which is owned by Mrs. 
F. S. Peabody, wife of it well-known Chicago coal 
magnate. lie is |ierlmps the largest horse in train- 
ing at the present time, and in fact he is so liig 
as to be awkward. As a two-year-old It is awk- 
wardness seriously interfered with his running, so 
much so that it was within a few days of the 
end of tin' year liefore he won a race. Even now lie 
runs like a green horse, with no grace at all. hut 
lie lias a Wonderful hurst of late speed, and in 
traversing a long route of ground his awkwardness 
does not handicap him to any extent. His repeated 
failures early in his two-year-old career caused 
.Mrs. Peabody to decide lo make a jumper of him 
for horse shows, hut she changed her mind when he 
displayed Itis real ability, and now lie will not 
h* called upon to leave the race track in favor of 
the show ring. 

JACK REEVES POPULAR HORSE. 

There never was a more popular race horse in 
New Orleans than Jack Reeves, now in his seventh 
year, and winner of races for three different own- 
ers this winter to date. Jack Reeves is a pro- 
nounced inner rail runner, and while other horses 

an fighting shy of the inside, because of the deep 
and sticky going, la* plows through it to victory. 
It is his game running through the part of the 

course shunned by the others, and his squeezing 
through almost impossible looking holes next to the 
Inside rail, when all horses are using the outside, 
that has caused his popularity, and he invariably 

is given a big ovation when he is returned a 

winner. Jockeys who have ridden him say 

that it is out of the question to try to get 

hint away from the rail, and it is useless to try 

and urge him until lie gets ready to make 

his run. He docs his own thinking. picks 

Ills own path, and makes his move when lie lielieves 
it to 1m* the right time. No rider yet has Ik-cii 

able to convince him that the rail route is not 

the shortest way around the track, and all that he 
wants is a jockey to just sit still on hint and he 
will do the rest." lie lias won for S. A. Clopton. 
Rimer A: Brum field and Anderson Brothers this 

winter. The latter are his present owners. 

Trainer II, Farrell is rapidly disposing of the 
big hand of two-year-olds which la* brought here 
foi Edward Ccbri’an. and present indications arc 
that la- will have few. If any. left by the time 
the Jefferson Park meeting ends. The youngsters 
firm the t'ebrian establishment, all of which were 
•hied by their owner ill California, have shown to 
fat better advantage than those of any western 
stable here, and for that reason they found quick 
sales. Mr. t'ebrian is at present on a visit in 
Lexington, Ky., where he recently sent Ills good 



I Fair Grounds Meeting to Close Next Week with 
General Pershing a Guest. 

NEW ORLEANS. La.. February 8. — Present indi- 
cations are that flic final full week of the Fair 
Grounds racing season will Ik* ushered in tomorrow i 
under the most pleasing conditions of the winter! 
to date. A summer tem|M*ratiire prevailed today, 
and the course was in lietter condition than at any- 
time .since the meeting opened. As a result there 
wore more horses out for gallops this morning titan 
in a long while, and it was nearly noon Ik* fore the 
track was clear of them. 

The eon tinned improvement in track conditions last 
week resulted in high class racing, and t lie* Saturday 
program was the beat ever offered in tin* recent 
history of tin* jqiort in this city. Many horses 
which had been in enforced idleness for several 
weeks because of a muddy course were seen in 
action, especially those of the lietter class, and 

they lent considerable interest to the contests. 

Not much can be said of tile ability of the race- 
goers to pick winners on a fast track, its only four- 
teen choices were victorious during the pas! six 
days in forty-two races run. Tills made ninety- 
live winning favorites at the meeting in two 

hundred and thirty-one races. Six odds-on choices 
«i nt to the post last week and only two of them 
won. Horses at less than evens have had the 
worst of it all through the meeting, twenty-one 
of them having won. while twenty-five were de- 
fer ted . 

S. A. Clopton. who heads the list of purse win- 
ning owners here, failed to win a race last week, 

hut Plenty finished second for him in the Martin 
Itehrmau Handicap, adding $1,000 to his account, 
and tliis enabled him to hold his lead, although 
by only a small margin over Harry Payne Whitney. 
Tile Clopton horses have earned $8,951 for their 
owner, while tin* Whitney racers have placed $8,441 
to tin* credit of tin* New York turfman, a difference 
.of only $.710. A singular coincidence in connection 
with the race for honors between these two owners 
is that Clopton is looking after the Whittier horses 
during 1 lu* illness of Albert Simons, their regular 
ttr.iner, and he won with two of them Saturday — 
Champagne and Damask. 

LEADING MONEY WINNING OWNERS. 

In thirty- three days, the Business Men’s Racing 
Association has given away $189, 600 and it has been 
distributed among an even two hundred owners. 
Others besides Clopton and Whitney who have met 
with a large measure of success are G. W. Forman. 
$7,856.30; Stinu.vland Stable. $4,985.45; C. W. 
Clark. $4,640; John M. Goode, $4,303.15; Milo 
Shields. £4.046: C. N. Freeman. $3,393.60; M. Quinn 
$3,375; Marshall Brothers. $3,160 and M J. Mur- 
phy. $3,021. 

Jockey Frank Coltilettl managed to ,,get through 
his ten days suspension without losing the lead 
of the local riding colony, hut It has narrowed down 
to a margin of three victories over Steve Wida. 
Coltilctti has won twenty-six races, and Wida 
twenty -three. The veteran Eddie Ambrose is next 
in line, lie having piloted twenty winners. 

The I n*st riding last week again was done by 
jockey George Stack, with six victories ::t as many 
days. He lias won sixteen races at tin* meeting 
and. unlike most apprentice Imi.vs. some of them 
have been on green two -yeur- olds. Eighty-four 
jiM-keys have accepted mounts at the Fair Grounds 
thus far. and forty-seven of them have won one 
nr more races. 

Gen. John J. Pershing will be a guest of llte city 
of New Orleans on February 16 and 17. He will 
he extended an invitation to attend the races on 
t He latter date which will he Mardi Gras day. and 
the closing day at the Fair Grounds. In honor of 
the distinguished warrior, racing secretary Mc- 
Lennan will put on un Old Glory Purse.’ Ilaig 
I’urse, General Pershing Handicap, Foch Purse and 
Argonm* Claiming Purse, in addition to the $5,001) 
added Mardi Gras Handicap. 



Rich New Features Added and Values Greatly In. 
creased Over Last Year’s Figures. 

Entries to all the stake races to lie run in the 
course of the spring meetings at Lexington, Church- 
ill Downs ami Latonia will close at midnight 
of Monday. March 1. as will also one itn- I 
port ant stake race to he run at the Latonia fall 
meeting. It is. a stake list hound to prove Intensely 
alluring to all owners and in consequence sure to 
secure the nomination of practically every desirable 
race horse in the country. 

No new stake races have been provided for the 
Lexington meeting, the improvement there Iming in 
the way of greatly increased values. The stakes 
there and fla ir gain in endowment over last year 
a re:

Stakes program excellently. This is the Proctor 
Knott Handicap for three- year -olds at a mile and 
a quarter, with $5,000 added, an important and 
valuable addition. But the main feature in the 
Churchill Downs program is the raising of the en- 
dowment of tin* Kentucky Derby from the $20,000 of 
last year to $30,000. This move will make its net 
value nearly, if not quite, equal to that of the 
world famous Epsom Derby, which is $32,250. If 
tile Kentucky Derby of this year receives a hundred 
nominations and lias twenty starters, its net value 
to tlie winner will lie $31,225. It probably will re- 
ceive the hundred eittries; it should. But if Mail 
o’ War goes to tin* post and is known to Ik* at his 
best, tlie twenty starters become a doubtful matter. 
Leaving tin* . I ’r m - i or Kuutl . Handicap out, the 
Churchill Downs comparative statement of values 
for 1919 and 1920 is the following:

Charles W. Clark. Montana sportsman, who is 
here on a vacation trip, has ambitions racing plans 
for tlie coining spring and summer. His horses, 
which are in charge of Trainer George V . Barnes, 
will lie sent to Louisville front here, ami there 
( oh wcl> and Escovar. which have been turned out 
ah winter, will lie added to tin* string. Both of these 
horses were fired last autumn. Pietor. winner of 
the $5, (MM) added Crescent City Handicap, anil 
Fv ay, which Mr. Clark acquired at a high figure 
in Kentucky last year, will he nominated for the 
810. 000 Kentucky Handicap at Churchill Downs, as 
wc 11 as several other stakes of importance. Tlie 

* ’’.ark two-year-olds also will he extensively cn. 
tered iu the Kentucky slakes. While this estab- 
lishment i* without a Kentucky Derby candidate, 
its owner is not averse to purchasing one, he said, 
hut it would have to Ik* one of the highest class. 
Last year lie tried to buy Blazes. I'pset and several 
other good two-year-olds, lmt tlielr owners would 
not part with them. 

G. W. Forman will make nn early departure 
flout here, as he plans to send his horses to Pint, 
lice immediately after tin* Fair Grounds meeting 
Closes. lie lias met with considerable success 
here. Bolster ls-ing tin* chief contributing factor In 
it. Tin* muddy track which ruled for such a long 
lime was in Bolster’s favor and he added quite a 

• •it of purse money to his owner's credit as a result. 

Pat Dunne has one of the busiest stables here, 
a^ there is not a day hut what he sends a few 
r» presentatives to tin* post, either his own or. those 
.of M. Quinn of Kansas City, for whom lie trains. 
1 lie Dunne-Qtiiun combination has been quite sne- 
••( -sful at the Fair Grounds, ns between tlie two 
owners they have taken down in the neighbourhood 
<d $5.0041 in purse mouey. During tin* winter 
Dunne has acquired a few horses through the claim- 
ing process, and he has also lost a few in the 
same manner. It is said that lie plans to mate 
I’nder Fire, his good four-year-old, which finished 
third in the Kentucky Derby last year, to a few 
mares liefore putting him hack into active train- 
ing. I'nder Fire is now at K. R. Bradley's Idle 
Hour Farm. 

Tijuana will get plenty of horses from here 
when Jefferson Park meeting ends, and a few 
•tallies are figuring on shipping to the lamer Cali- 
fornia track al the windup of the Fair Grounds 
season. These arc chiefly horsemen who hail from 
the west, and who race at Reno, Cheyenne anil 
other points in that section in the summer. The 
local horse colony has been reduced by about one 
hundred, which were sent to Tijuana, and there 
are plenty more available that would not be missed 
because of tjie excess here. 



Three new features of high importance are added 
to the Isitotiia program, being tlie Isitonia Oaks, 
for throe-year-old fillies, at a mile and a quarter, 
with $5,000 added; tlie Ten Broeek Handicap, for 
tlm c-year-olds. at a mile and a quarter, with $5,000 
added, and tlie Daniel Boone Handicap, for three- 
year-olds and over at a mile and a half, with $10.. 
600 added. They should lie productive of memorable 
races. Another case of liberal enterprise lias lieen 
in Tlie increase of added money to tlie Independence 
Handicap from its $4,000 of last year to $15, 000 
this year, a step that makes it the most valuable 
handicap race of North America, consequently one 
to lie striven for by the best horses of the 1'nited 
States. Their owners simply can’t gel away from 
such a value. They will have to come, especially 
since it is hacked tip by four other richly endowed 
handicaps, for three-year-olds and over, three with 
.s~..ooo each added anil one with $10,000. This is 
tin- lM*st provision for the handii-ap horses at any 
track in this country. It seems that it would have 
been fitting to extend a measure of the same liber- 
ality lo tin* I.-itoni.i Derby, which is left at its old 
figure. It is not that its $15,000 added does not 
suffice to make it an object of solicitude to any 
owner of a goml three-year-old, hut that it is fully 
as deserving of tlie fostering care of the Kentucky 
Jockey ('lull as tin* Kentucky Derby, its being at 
tin* correct Derby distance and more truly a test 
of ability to stay, being a valuable consideration. 
However, it may come in for attention in another 
year and in fin* meantime the Latonia spring meet- 
ing will he a marvel of tempting opportunities. One 
of the big races to close in tlie Latonia list is for 
its autumn meeting, being tin* Queen City Handicap, 
at a mile, for two-year-olds, witli $lu!0fl0 added. 
Excluding flic three new stake races, tlie I.-itonia 
comparison with last year is;

CURRENT NOTES OF- THE TURF 

The biggest fields that ever competed for (lie 
English Grand National Steeplechase were in 1850, 
when A lid el Kadar won for tlie first time, and in 
1900. when tlie Frenchman. Lutteur III., scored for 
James Heiinessy, no fewer than thirty- two horses 
going to tin* post on each occasion, while when 
Salamander brought off a big coup for Mr. Ktuiid 
in 1866 there were thirty runners. 

A hunch of gray hairs at the root of tin* tail have 
been observed iu particulars lines of blond for ap- 
proaching 20(1 years, and the possession is associa- 
ted with merit, for it lias passed into an English 
turf proverb that one seldom sees a had horse with 
a gray tail, and as a rule it is easy to trace tlie 
source from which it lias bcou derived.— Sporting 
Chronicle.

Cromwell’s Colors Lowered by 
Freemantle After Great Race 
— Favorites Routed. 



HAVANA. Cuba. February 8. — Before a crowd 
that equaled, if not surpassed any previous gather- 
ing at beautiful Oriental Park, tin* Fair Play filly 
Mile. Dazie carried the colors of W. V. Thraves 
to victory in tlie Marianao Handicap, the stake 
feature of a particularly inviting Sunday program. 
Pleasing, summery weather made it an ideal day 
for outdoor s|Kirt. while tin* track was again at 
its best, witli the result that fast time was re- 
corded in most of tin* races. 

The stake event was run as tin* fiftli race and 
brought together nine speedy racers, witli \V. Du- 
gan’s Right Angle ruling as first choice, while 
Currency and old Top o’ tit’ Morning did not lack 
supporters. Right Angle. despitc«liis heavy impost 
of 125 pound-, was sent out to make the puce, and 
ill** terrific early pace lie set probably proved Itis 
undoing, for after leading to the last eighth tired 
and quickly dropped to the rear. In the meantime 
Mile. Dazie was having no easy time of it. for 
site was crowded hack stain after the start, hut her 
rider persevered witli her and tin* game little filly 
r< sponded with bulldog courage, overtaking tlie 
1 .aids iu the stretch and finishing like a whirl- 
wind got up iu the final strides. 

While the afternoon’s sport proved interesting 
and furnished many thrills to the immense crowd, 
the hackers of favorites found little occasion for 
rejoicing, not a first choice scoring. 

Tlie Argentine Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth 
was offered as a supplementary attraction to the 
stake feature and provided a great stretch struggle 
between Freemantle and Cromwell, in which the 
latter was forced to lower his colors after a 
splendid performance. 

The first race of the day. a dash of five and 
a half furlongs, was productive of an upset when 
Hii tiled romped away from his upiKHieuts in tin* 
stretch run. Little On**, which finished second, -iho 
was quoted at a liberal price. Plain Heather set 
the early pace, hut quit. 

Form hackers again were routed in the second 
race. Here old Gordon ltussell was the victor. .Rev- 
elry James, also at a long price, defeated Harlock 
liy a length for second position. 

Lady Ivan in the third contributed more gliHim 
for the form siieeuhltors. Setting a fast ||:i>t 
she just managed to hold on long enough to heat 
Old Eyiers. 

Slippery Silver accounted for the fourth race in 
tlie final strides. The form speculators were again 
at sea here, for the best El Coronel, their choice, 
could do, was to save third money. 



THIRTY LEADING AMERICAN JOCKEYS 

Following tlie precedents of tlie last few years, 
a lightweight unknown to fame last year, heads 
tlie list of thirty most successful riders of 19211. 
Another who fame into favorable notice last fall is 
in second place, hut both in number of winning 
mounts and percentage, Carmody lias consirierahly 
the liest of Coltilctti. He has such a good start 
already that it would not he at all a strange thing 
if lie should prove tlie premier jockey of 1920. It 
was the big bulge (’. Robinson gained in winter 
racing that ultimately gave him the leadership in 
1919. 8. Wida has been riding in improved style 

anil is third. A rider of more experience and of real 
skill, K. Ambrose, is making an excellent record at. 
New Orleans and excels all those who have ridden 
frequently in percentage. Clifford Robinson lags, 
in part because the horses in tin* stable for which 
lie rides have not done well and in part because Itis 
outside mounts have frequently been on horses no 
sort of horsemanship could convert into winners. A 
newcomer, C. Stack, is a new lail who lias is'en 
making a stir at New Orleans recently. To date 
the thirty leading riders of 1920 and their records 
are:
